FIVE MEN KILLED NEAR PITTS­ 
BURG, PA. 


Were Miners Riding on a Train that 
Went Through the Broken Struct­ 
ure and Were Crushed to Death in 
the Wreckage—Fatal Explosion at 
Huntingdon, Pa.

Yesterday afternoon a train of tw en­ 
ty-five cars of coal pulled out of the 
Westmoreland Coal company’s works, 
three miles from Larimer, Pa.

trucks of one car broke down.

impetus of the train carried it onto the 
bridge across Brush creek and broke 
down the structure. 
The disabled car 
went through and was followed by fif­ 
teen more cars, all loaded. 
A number of miners employed by the 
Westmoreland Coal company were rid 
ing on the train to their homes at Lari­ 
mer. 
The men on the other cars 
umped and escaped with a few bruises. 
A wrecking crew is now at work rais- 
ng the cars in the creek, but it will be 
some time before the bodies of the 
dead men are reached. 
The accident 
occurring on a coal road branch, traffic 
was not interfered with on the main 
ine. 
Brakeman Carroll, who was on the 
rear of the train, saw the men when 
they loft the mines for home. 
He said 
that there was between five and eight 
miners on the cars th at went down. It 
a certain that five men have been 
tilled, as this number left the mines 
when the train started, and this num- 
>er are missing from their homes. One 
body, th at of Owen Owens, has been 
recovered and is the only one that was 
taken from the debris. 
It was found 
nearly at the top of the cars and was 
crushed almost beyond recognition. 
After working for four hours with the 
wreck it was decided th at nothing 
more could be done then and the other 
bodies would have to remain under the 
ruin for a time. 
The wreck will entail a heavy loss to 
the Westmoreland Coal company, as 
fifteen of the wrecked cars belonged to 
them and they are almost a total 
wreck.

A thick fog enveloped the city 
but the populace was astir a t the 
earliest possible hour and at the same 
time the troops detailed to take part ii 
the funeral ceremonies 
commenced 
moving 
toward 
the 
position 
oi 
assignment. 
The 
cathedral wa* 
packed with people, including repre­ 
sentatives of all the imperial anc 
royal 
families 
of 
Europe. 
The 
funeral service was conducted by the 
metropolitan of St. Petersburg and by 
the metropolitan of Moscow. 
The for 
mer conducted the czarina to her place 
near the coffin, which reposed in state 
in the center of the cathedral. 
The 
czar and the grand dukes and the mem 
hers of the royal families present took 
up positions on the right of the coffin 
and the many military officers in at­ 
tendance were grouped behind the 
bier. On the left were 
the 
for 
eign ambassadors and ministers and 
their staffs, while grouped 
around 
in different parts of the cathedral 
were countless delegations from Rus­ 
sian cities and elsewBere, including 
the numerous delegations from France. 
The funeral services began at 10:3C 
o’clock a. rn. and lasted until about 4 
o’clock. 
Over thirty members of th I 
royal families of Europe, attended by 
glittering suites, were present. 
Aftei 
the long service the czarine and czai 
and others present took a last fare­ 
well of the remains of Alexander III. 
The czar then laid the imperial man­ 
tle over the body and the coffin was 
carried by the czar and certain of tho 
princes to the tomb. 


Many Dutch Are Killed. 
A m sterdam , Nov. 20.—A dispatch to 
the Neus V&ndendag from Batavia 
states that the Dutch troops stormed 
Tjakranegara as far as the palace oi 
the rajah. 
The Balines fought desper­ 
ately, and 150 Dutch soldiers were 
killed or wounded.

several hundred warriors, killed or 
wounded.

I Philadelphia Grand Jury Returns a True 
B ill A gainst Him . 
P h il a d e l p h ia , Pa., Nov. 20.—The 
grand jury late yesterday afternoon 
found a true bill against Herman 
Mudget, alias H. H. Holmes, now a 
prisoner in Boston, Jepbtha B. Howe, 
the St. Louis lawyer who collected the 
insurance money on B. F. Pitzel’s 
policy for the latter’s widow, and the 
widow herself. 
The indictment reads 
for “conspiracy to cheat and defraud.” 
The detectives have practically aban­ 
doned the murder theory, and now 
think they are on the track of Pitzel 
in the person of a man calling himself 
B. F. Lyman, whose whereabouts they 
refuse to divulge. 
They stated last 
night that Mrs. Pitzel had made a con­ 
fession substantially the same as th at 
of Holmes, except th at she believes 
her husband to be in South America. 
She has not seen him since the alleged 
crime was committed.

The water works question was sum 
manly disposed of by Mayor Thor- 
oughgood's referring the matter to the 
tax payers. 
((This is an important question,” he 
said "and an expression of tax payers 
should be had before the council takes 
action. 
I will call a public meeting 
to be held on Thursday evening, trust­ 
ing that tax payers will express their 
opinions. ” 
The council directed the mayor to 
use his judgment in securing a place 
to hold the meeting, and the ordi 
nance amending the street railway 
franchise was introduced, and re­ 
ferred to the highway and bridge com­ 
mittee. The object of the amendment 
is to relieve the street railway of the 
expense of keeping the street in repair 
between their rails. 
An ordinance amen ding the auction­ 
eer’s license ordinance was read the 
first and second times and referred to 
the license committee. 
The amend­ 
ment reduces the license from $100 to 
$25. 
Alderman 
Winslow said the 
amendment would allow foreign mer 
chants to sell bankrupt stocks for a 
small fee, to the injury of trade which 
he desired to be guarded against, so 
the ordinance went over. 


Row Over Electric Lichis. 


The electric light question was the 
next to come up. 
Alderman Smith,

Thomas H. Edden of the town of Har­ 
mony, is having especially hard luck. 
He has lost fifty-five so far and now 
las hut eight left, some of these beirg 
affected and will probably die. 
‘I have tried nearly every known 
remedy,” said Mr. Edden today, “ hut 
nothing so far appears to cure or even 
help the hogs.” 
The disease 
continues in

other localities, and will probably not 
he stayed until the herds have been 
exterminated.

the disease is most severe in herds of 
thoroughbreds, especially among fine 
bred Poland-Chinas.

SERMON’S SUBJECT. 


God Does Not Want This World to Be 
Fall of Happiness, Lest We Should 
Want to Remain Here—The Sorrows 
of Every Life. 
B r o o k ly n , 
N. 
Y ., N ov. 18, 1873— 
Here we have a w arrior sick, n o t' 
w ith pleurisies or rheumatism or con­ 
sumption, but with a disease worse 
than all of these put together. 
A red 
m ark has come out on the forehead, 
precursor of complete disfigurement 
and dissolution. 
I have something 
awful to tell you. General Naaman,the 
commander in chief of all the Syrian 
forces, has the leprosy! It is on his 
hands, on his face, on his feet, on his 
entire person. 
The leprosy! G et‘out 
of the way of the pestilence! If its 
breath strike you, you are a dead man. 
The commander in chief of all the 
forces of Syria! And yet he would be 
glad to exchange conditions w ith the 
boy at his stirrup or the hostler who 
blankets his charger. 
The news goes 
like wildfire all through the realm, 
and the people are sympathetic, and 
they cry out: “Is it possible that our 
great hero, who slew Ahab and around 
whom we came with such vociferation 
when he returned from victorious 
battle—can it be possible that our 
grand and glorious Naaman has the 
leprosy?” Yes. 
Everybody has some 
thing he wishes he had not. 
David, an 
Absalom to disgrace him; Paul, a 
thorn to sting him; Job, carbuncles to 
plague him; Samson, a Delilah to shear 
him; Ahab, a Naboth to deny him; 
Haman, a Mordecai to irritate him; 
George W ashington, childlessness to 
afflict him; John Wesley, a term agant 
wife to pester him; Leah, weak eyes; 
Pope, a crooked back; Byron, a club 
foot; John Milton, blind eyes; Charles 
Lamb, an insane sister; and you, and 
you, and you, and you, something 
which you never bargained for, and 
would like to get rid of. 
The reason 
of this is th at God does not w ant this 
world to be too bright; otherwise, we 
would always want to stay and eat 
these fruits, and lie on these lounges, 
and shake hands in this pleasant so­ 
ciety. 
We are only in the vestibule of 
a grand temple. 
God does not want us 
to stay on the doorstep, and therefore 
he sends aches, and annoyances, and 
sorrows, and bereavements of all sorts 
to push us on, and push us up toward 
riper fruits, and brighter society, and 
more radiant prosperities. 
God is 
only whipping us ahead. 
The rea­ 
son th at Edward Payson and Rob­ 
ert Hall had more rapturous views 
of heaven than other people had 
was because, through 
their aches 
and pains, God pushed them nearer 
up to it. 
If God dashes out one of 
your pictures, it is only to show you a 
brighter one. 
If he sting your foot 
w ith gout, your brain with neuralgia, 
your tongue w ith an inextinguishable 
thirst, it is only because he is prepar­ 
ing to substitute a better than you 
ever dreamed of, when the mortal 
shall put on immortality. It is to push 
you on, and to push you up toward 
something grander and better, that 
God sends upon you, as he did upon 
General Naaman. something youdo not 
want. 
Seated in his Syrian mansion, 
all the walls glittering w ith the shields 
which he had captured in battle; the 
corridors crowded with admiring visit­ 
ors, who just wanted to see him once, 
music and m irth and banqueting fill­ 
ing all the mansion from tessellated 
floor to pictured ceiling, Naaman would 
have forgotten that there was anything 
better, and would have been glad to 
stay there 10,000 years. 
But O, how 
the shields dim, and how the visitors 
fly the hall, and how the music drops 
dead from the string, and how the 
gates of the mansion slam shut with 
sepulchral bang as you read the clos­ 
ing words of the eulogium: 
“He was 
a leper! He was a leper!” 
There was one person more sympa­ 
thetic with General Naaman than any 
other person. 
Naam an’s wife walks 
the floor, wringing her hands, and try ­ 
ing to think w hat she can do to allevi­ 
ate her husband’s suffering. 
All reme­ 
dies have failed. 
The surgeon-general 
and the doctors of the royal staff have 
met, and they have shaken their heads, 
as much as to say: “No cure; no cure.” 
I think th at the office seekers had all 
folded up their recommendations and 
gone home. 
Probably most of the em­ 
ployes 
of 
the 
establishment 
had 
dropped their work and were thinking 
of looking for some other situation. 
W hat shall now become of poor Naa- 
man's wife? She must have sympathy 
somewhere. 
In her despair she goes 
to a little Hebrew captive, a servant 
girl in her house, to whom she tells 
the whole story; as sometimes, when 
overborne by the sorrows of the world, 
and finding no sympathy anywhere 
else, you have gone out and found in 
the sympathy of some humble domes­ 
tic—Rose, or Dinah, or Bridget—a help 
which the world could not give you. 
W hat a scene it was: one of the 
grandest women in all Syria in cabinet 
council with a waiting 
maid 
over 
the declining health of the mighty 
general! 
“I know something,” says 
the little captive maid. “I know some­ 
thing,” as she bounds to her bare feet. 
“ In the land from which I was stolen 
there is a certain prophet known by 
the name of Elisha, who can cure al­ 
most anything, and I shouldn’t wonder 
if he could cure my master. 
Send for 
him right aw ay.” 
“Oh. hush!” you 
say. 
“If the highest medical talent in 
all the land can not cure that leper 
there is no need of your listening to 
any talk of a servant girl.” But do 
not scoff, do not sneer. 
The finger of 
that little maid is pointing in the right 
direction. 
She 
might 
have 
said: 
“This is a judgment upon you for 
stealing 
me from my native land. 
Didn't they snatch me off in the night, 
breaking my father’s and mother's 
heart? And many a time I hare lain 


m d cried all night because I was so 
homesick.” 
Then, flushing up into 
childish indignation, she might have 
said: 
“Good for them: 
I’m glad 
Naaman’s got the leprosy; I wish ail 
the Syrians had the leprosy.” No. 
Forgetting her personal sorrows, she 
sympathizes with the sufferings of her 
master, and commends him to the 
famous Hebrew prophet. 
And how often it is th a t the finger 
of childhood has pointed grown per­ 
sons in the right direction. 
O Chris­ 
tian soul, how long is it since you got 
rid of the leprosy of sin? You say: 
‘Let me see. 
It must be five years 
now.” Five years. 
Who was it that 
pointed you to the divine physician 
‘O,” you say, “it was my little Annie, 
or Fred, or Charley, that clambered on 
my knees, and looked into my face, 
and asked me why I didn’t become a 
Christian, and, all the time stroking 
my cheek, so I couldn’t get angry, in­ 
sisted upon knowing why I didn’t have 
family prayers.” 
There are grand­ 
parents who have been brought to 
Christ by their little grandchildren. 
There are hundreds of Christian moth­ 
ers who had their attention first called 
to Jesus by their little children. 
How 
did you get rid of the leprosy of sin? 
How did you find your way to the di­ 
vine physician? “O,” you say, “ my 
child—my dying child, with wan and 
wasted finger, pointed that way. 
O, I 
never shall forget,” you say, “that 
scene at the cradle and the crib that 
awful night. 
It was hard, hard, very 
hard; but if that little one on its dying 
bed had not pointed me to Christ, I 
don’t think I ever would have got rid 
of my leprosy.” 
Go into the Sabbath 
school any Sunday and you will find 
hundreds of little fingers pointing in 
the same direction,toward Jesus Christ 
and toward heaven. 
Years ago the astronomers calculated 
that there must be a world hanging at 
a certain point in the heavens, and a 
large prize was offered for some one 
who could discover that world. 
The 
telescopes from the great observatories 
were pointed in vain; but a girl at 
Nantucket, Mass., fashioned a tele­ 
scope, and looking through it dis­ 
covered th at star and won the prize, 
and the admiration of all the astrono­ 
mical world, th at stood amazed at her 
genius. 
And so it is often the case that 
grown people can not see the light, 
while some little child beholds the star 
of pardon, the star of hope, the star of 
consolation, the star of Bethlehem,the 
morning star of Jesus. 
“Not many 
mighty men. not many wise men are 
called; but God hath chosen the weak 
things of the world to confound the 
mighty; and base things, and things 
that are not, to bring to nought things 
that are.” 0,do not despise the prattle 
of little children when they are speak­ 
ing about God, and Christ, and heaven. 
You see the way your child is pointing; 
will you take that pointing, or wait 
until, in the wrench of some awful 
bereavement, God shall lift th at child 
to another world, and then it will 
beckon you upward? 
Will you take 
the pointing, or will you wrait for the 
beckoning? Blessed be God th at the 
little Hebrew captive pointed in the 
right direction. 
Blessed be God for 
the 
saving 
ministry 
of 
Christian 
children. 
How the countrymen gaped as the 
procession passed! 
They had seen 
Naaman go past like a whirlwind in 
days gone by, and had stood aghast at 
the clank of his war equipments; but 
now they commiserate him. They say: 
“Poor man, he will never get home 
alive; poor man!” 
General Naaman wakes up from a rest­ 
less sleep in the chariot, and he says to 
the charioteer: “ How long before we 
shall reach the Prophet Elisha?” The 
charioteer says to the waysider: “ How 
far is it to Elisha’s house?” He says 
“Two miles.” “Two miles?” 
Then 
they whip up the lathered and fagged 
out horses. 
The whole procession 
brightens up at the prospect of a speedy 
arrival. 
They drive up to the door o:: 
the prophet. 
The charioteers shout 
“Whoa!” to the horses, and tram ping 
hoofs and grinding wheels cease shak 
ing the earth. Come out, Elisha, come 
out; you have company; the grand-’ 
est 
company 
th at 
ever came to 
your house has come to 
it 
now 
No stir inside Elisha’s house. 
The 
fact was, the Lord had informed Elisha 
th at the sick captain was coming, and 
just how to treat him. 
Indeed, when 
you are sick, and the Lord wants you 
to get well, he always tells the doctor 
how to treat you; and the reason we 
have so many bungling doctors is be­ 
cause they depend upon their own 
strength and instructions, apd not on 
the Lord God, and th at always makes 
malpractice. 
Come out, Elisha, and 
attend 
to 
your business. 
General 
Naaman and his retinue Waited, and 
waited, and waited. 
The fact was, 
Naaman had two diseases—pride and 
leprosy; the one was as hard to get 
rid of as the other. 
Elisha sits quietly 
in his house and does not go out. After 
awhile, when he thinks he has hum­ 
bled this proud man, he says to a ser­ 
vant : “Go out and tell General Naa­ 
man to bathe seven times in the River 
Jordan, out yonder five miles, and he 
will 
get entirely well.” The mes­ 
sage comes out: 
“ What!” says the 
commander-in-chief of 
the 
Syrian 
forces, his eye kindling with an ani- 
j mation which it had not shown foi 
j weeks, and his swollen foot stamping 
j on the bottom of the chariot, regard­ 
le s s of pain. 
“ What! Isn’t he coming 
j out to see me? Why, I thought cer- 
: ta inly he would come and utter some 
| cabalistic words over me, or make some 
i enigmatical passes over my wounds, 


j Why, I don’t think he knows who I 
am. 
Isn't he coming out? Why, when 
I the Shunamite woman came to him, he 
rushed out and cried: ‘Is it well with 
thee? is it well with thy husband? is 
it well with thy child?’ and will he 
treat a poor unknown woman like that, 
and let me, a titled personage, sit here 
in my chariot and wait, and wait? 
I 
won’t endure it any longer. 
Chariot­ 
eer, d r’ve on! 
Wash in Jordan! 
Ha! 
bal 
The slimy Jordan—the muddy 


Jordan—the monotonous Jordan! 
I 
won't be seen washing in such a riv 
er as that. 
Why, we watered our 
horses in a better river tlvan th at on 
our way here—the beautiful river, the 
jasper-paved river of Pharpar. 
Be­ 
sides that, we have in our country an­ 
other Damascene river, Abana, with 
foliaged bank, and torrent ever swift 
and ever clear, under the flickering 
shadows of sycamore and oleander. 
Are not Abana and Pharpar, rivers of 
Damascus, better than all the waters 
of Israel?” 
After all, it seems that this health 
excursion of General Naaman is to be a 
dead failure. 
That little Hebrew cap­ 
tive might as well have not told him of 
the prophet, and this long journey 
might as well not have been taken. 
Poor, sick, dying Naaman! 
Are you 
going away in high dudgeon, and worse 
than when you came? As his chariot 
halts a moment, his servants clamber 
up in it and coax him to do as Elisha 
said. 
They say: 
“It's easy. 
If the 
prophet had told you to walk for a 
mile on sharp spikes in order to get rid 
of this awful disease, you would have 
done it. 
It is easy. 
Come, my lord, 
just get down and wash in the Jordan. 
You take a bath everyday anyhow,and
